AM  glad  to  find,  that 
certain  Gentlemen  are  at 
laft  convinc’d  of  their 
Error,  and  have  laid  afide  the  Pre¬ 
judices  they  ufed  to  entertain  a- 
gainft  the  harmlefs  Writers  and 
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Printers  of  Pamphlets.  I  remem¬ 
ber,  when  it  was  thought  an  Ob- 
jed  worthy  the  Attention  of  a  Mi- 
niftry  to  crufh  thefe  Hydra-heads 
of  Liberty  with  all  their  Herculean 
Powers.

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may,  for  any  thing  I  know  to  the 
contrary,  have  been  offered  fome 
Place,  for  which  he  was  thought 
capable;  but  he  will  pardon  me 
if  (ignorant  as  I  am  of  his  great 
Abilities  and  Superabundant  Ho- 
nefty)  I  hefitate  fomewhat  to  allow, 
that  thofe  were  the  only  Reafons, 
which  may  have  influenced  his 
Very  lingular  Condud:.  As  I  pre¬ 
tend  not  to  know  pofltively,  who 
this  anonymous  Writer  is,  I  may 
venture  to  attribute  his  Self-Denial 
rather  to  the  Effeds  of  Self-Conceit 
and  Difappointment ;  and  I  may 
fuppofe  further,  without  Offence, 
that,  having  in  this  Performance 
vented  his  Spleen  and  Refentment, 
he  may,  in  his  cooler  Moments, 
come  to  refolve,  that,  without

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any  Difparagement  to  his  Honefty 
or  Merit,  he  may  accept  fomc  fu¬ 
ture  Offer,  which  this  now  ob- 
npxious  and  incapable  Miniftry 
may  do  him  the  Honour  to  lay  in 
his  way.  He  may  then,  for  his 
own  Sake,  be  forry  and  repent  of 
publifhing  a  Work,  which  he  muft 
wifh,  when  that  Day  comes,  to 
have  recalled  ;  becaufe,  whilft  he 
is  arraigning  the  Extravagancies 
pag.ii.  of  Youth  in  others,  he  has  cer¬ 
tainly  convinced  the  World,  that 
he  is  hivnCelf  youn^,  very  young  in 
political  Sagacity  and  Experi¬ 
ence. 

Whatever  may  be  the  Confe* 
qiiences  of  this  injudicious  Step  to 
himfelf,  my  prefent  Concern  is  only 

to 
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to  take  care,  that  DeiraSiion  may 
not  be  miftaken  for  Argument^ 
FiSiion  for  FaSi^  and  AJfertion  for 
Proof.  That  the  Public  may  weigh 
in  equal  Scales  the  Arguments 
produc’d  on  both  Sides,  and  may 
be  enabled  to  judge,  which  are 
the  lighteft  in  the  Ballance,  I  will 
conlider  the  Pamphlet  almoft  Pa¬ 
ragraph  by  Paragragh.

under  the  former.  The  Meafures 
of  our former  Governors  have  been 
arraigned,  tried,  and  condemn’d 
by  the  Voice,  little  lefs  than  una¬ 
nimous,  of  the  People.  The 
Meafures  of  the  prefent^  he  allows, 
are  not  fufficiently  publick  to  war¬ 
rant  an  Examination  of  them.  It

is  by  their  Adions  and  Meafures 
alone,  that  they  ought  to  be  judg¬ 
ed  ;  and  they  are  confident,  the 
Public  will  not  be  deceiv’d  by  any 
wild  Hypothecs,  which  this  mif- 
taken,  tho’  perhaps  honeft  Man, 
has  formed  in  his  difcontented 
Brain ;  and  which  every  Day’s 
Experience  will  deftroy. 

One  Merit  they  have  apparent 
and  undeniable  at  their  firll;  fet- 
ting  out,  that  the  mifchievous  In¬ 
fluence  of  that  Clan  of  Miniflers, 
who  owed  their  Introdudion  to 
the  Error  of  the  Favourite,  has 
been  fundamentally  a7id  radically  p,  6. 
remcrjed.  This  Advantage  being 
confeffedly  gain’d  to  the  Pub¬ 
lic,  it  matters  not  to  the  Pub¬ 
lic 


lie  whether  the  late  Favourite  ■ 
lent  his  Afliftance  to  this  Remo¬ 
val  of  fo  fragrant  an  Evil  ;  nor 
whether  it  took  its  rife  from  his 
Refentment  or  Caprice.  When 
their  inveterate  Enemies  happen 
to  quarrel,  honeft  and  wife  Poli¬ 
ticians  will  lay  hold  of  fo  favour¬ 
able  an  Opportunity  to  do  good  to 
others,  and  come  at  their  own  right. 
Like  experienced  Generals  be¬ 
fore  a  Garrifon,  which  has  rifen 
up  in  mutiny,  they  will  avail 
themfelves  of  the  lucky  Moment 
for  Attack,  will  enter  in,  during 
the  Confufion,  at  the  unguarded 
Breach,  and  take  Pollcffion  of  the 
other  wile  impregnable  Citadel. 
The  profperous  Gale  and  Tide 
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prefent  themfelves  but  rarely  in 
Affairs  of  great  Importance.  — ^ 
If  once  negle^edj  they  fcarce  ever 
return  again.

Nor  is  it  worth  difputing,  what 
Opinion  the  late  Favourite  may 
hold  of  Thofe,  who  have  the 
Reins  of  Government  now  in 
their  Hands.  The  Nation,  which 
entertains  already  a  favourable  Opi¬ 
nion  of  them  from  their  for¬ 
mer  Spirit  and  Integrity,  will  ef- 
tablifh  a  more  perfedt  Judgment 
of  them  from  their  prefent  and 
future  Aftions,  If,  to  the  ut- 
mofl;  of  their  Abilities,  they  ffould 
purfue  the  public  Good,  all  honeft 
Men  will  certainly  take  part  with 
them,  will  readily  aflift,  and  fup-

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port  them;  and  that  Support  will 
make  it  impoflible  for  the  Fa¬ 
vourite  ever  to  regain  his  former 
Influence.  But,  if  they  fhould 
be  deferted  in  the  Courfe  of  their 
beft  Endeavours  by  Thofe,  who 
formerly  made  a  Part  of  their 
Line  of  Battle,  deferted  perhaps 

Reafon  than  be- 
caufe  this  or  that  Friend  is  not 
humoured  and  indulged  in  all  his 
I  aitialities  or  Prgudices,  and  Jor 
Keajons  ne  has  hitherto  declined  to 
1  tveal'^  the  want  of  due  Sup¬ 
port  may  poi'iibly  reftore  the  Fa¬ 
vourite  to  that  Influence,  which 
otherwiie  he  never  could  have 
regained.  This  is  the  very  Con- 
dud,  which  no  doubt  the  Fa¬ 
vourite,  if  he  fliould  be  mad 

enough 
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enough  to  make  a  frefh  Attempt, 
muft  fincerely  rejoice  at.  It  is 
the  next  Step  to  the  taking  a 
Part  nioith  him :  or  is,  perhaps, 
an  underhand  dilguis’d  Expedient 
to  reftore  thofe  others  to  Influ¬ 
ence,  whom  it  has  cofl:  us  fo 

much  anxious  Labour  to  deprive 
of  it.

But  the  Jate  Minifter,  (iepa- 
rated  now  for  the  firfl;  Time  from 
his  Affociates,  and  in  the  Angu¬ 
lar  Number)  has  aded,  as  the 
Honeft  Man  is  perfuaded,  with¬ 
out  any  Concert  or  Dependence 
on  the  E.  oj  B — :  it  follows  ne- 

C  2  ceffarily, 
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ceffarily,  that  all  the  arbitrary 
and  futile  Meafures,  of  which 
he  was  accus’d  before  of  being 
no  more  than  a  Participant,  mufl: 
be  charg’d  folely  to  his  own  Ac¬ 
count.  —  An  heavy  Load,  too 
weighty,  he  will  find,  even  for 
his  able  Shoulders  to  fupport ; 
from  v/hich  the  Friends  of  the 
E.  of  B.  may  wifii  him  joy  of 
being  fo  luckily  difcharged.  Me- 
thinks  the  Panegyrift  of  this  up¬ 
right  and  wife  Minifter  fhould 
be  cautious  of  inticing  others, 
at  prefent  fomewhat  incredulous, 
into  the  fame  Perfuafion.

Diminution  of  P— y  Privilege; 
Succefsful  in  an  obftinate  Perle- 
verance,  in  an  odious  Extenjion 

of  theExcifey  Succefsful  in  m^in- 

taing  K  s  and  Beggars  in  their 
Offices,  and  keeping  honeft  Suf¬ 
ferers  out  of  their  Rights.— How 
far  he  has  been  Succefsful  in  his 
Meafures  relating  to  America^  the 
numberlels  Remonf ranees  a?td  Com¬ 
plaints  arriving  daily  from  that  ' 
Country  will  in  a  fhort  Time  in¬ 
form  us.  His  Merits,  upon  Ex¬ 
amination,  will  Icarce  appear  con- 
hderable  enough  to  juRify  the 
Afperfions  caft  io  undelervedly 


on 
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On  the  Leaders  of  the  prefent’ 
Adminiftration  ;  nor  can  I  fee  any 
Proof  from  his  paft  Services,  that 
the  Fate  or  Fortunes  of  this  Coun¬ 
try  depend,  in  the  leaft  Degree, 
upon  his  being  permitted  to  rule 
over,  or  take  any  part  with  them. 

But  vohat  is  to  be  the  Gain  to 
the  Public^  it  is  aik’d,  by  this  p.  y. 
late  Minifterial  Revolution  ?  is  it 
any  thing  more  than  a  Squabble 
about  Places  ? — A  Queftion  very 
eafily  to  be  anfwer’d.  —  That 
Squabble  about  Places  is  impot^- 
tant  to  the  Public  —  it  is  impor¬ 
tant,  that  honeft  Men  lliould  be 
put  into  them ;  that  Influence 
and  Power  fhould  be  in  the 
Hands  of  honefl  Men,  to  the 

End 


-End  that  Meafures  tending  to  the 
public  Good  may  be  purfued. 
Nor  is  it  furely  any  Imputation 
upon  fuch,  nor  need  they  ever 
repent,  that  they  are  favoured  and 
fupported  by  great  Men,  as  honeft 
p.  7.  as  themfelves  •  and,  till  it  can  be 
prov’d,  that  they  have  not  A- 
bilities  to  execute  their  feveral 
Fundtions,  I  am  at  a  lofs  to  con¬ 


ceive,  how  they  can,  in  their  pub¬ 
lic  Charadlers,  have  incurr’d  any 
p.  8.  Flonefh  Man’s  Indignation.  They, 
who  will  not  be  davifli  Depen¬ 
dants  upon  any  Great  Man  what¬ 
ever,  difdain  the  Thought  of  fub- 
mitting  to  the  Dominion  of  dou¬ 
ble  Favouritfm ;  and  it  is  an  In- 
fiance  only  of  their  Candour  and 
Moderation,  not  of  their  Servi- 
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lity,  that  they  are  difpofed  to 
employ  under  them  a  few  ablei 
Perfons,  who  have  been  favour’d 
formerly  with  Lord  Bute’s  Pro- 
tedion.  It  is  this  Candour  and 
difpaflionate  Temper,  which  has 
prompted  them  to  look  out  for 
Abilities  in  every  Quarter,  where 
thofe  Abilities  have  not  beeii  Jiain  d 
with  arbitrary  and  opprejftve  Prin¬ 
ciples.  —  Of  all  Men  under  this 
Defer!  ption  they  delire  the  Con¬ 
currence,  they  will  not  be  afhamed 
to  befpeak,  and  endeavour  to  pro¬ 
cure  the  honourable  Aid,  and 

r?  'OS  Rutulufue  fuat^  nullo  dif- 
orimine  habebnnt. 
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It  is  a  real  Concern  to  them, 
that  fome,  for  whole  Integrity 
they  have  a  perfed  Efteem,  of 
whole  Abilities  they  are  moll;  fully 
convinced,  have  not  confented  hi¬ 
therto  to  an  union  with  their 
Party,  and  that  fome  indeed  have 
abfolutely  refufed  to  enroll  with 
them.  But  thele  our  Patriots  in 
Places  are,  thank  Heaven,  not  fo 
dilpirited,  as  not  to  undertake  to 
do  as  much  good  to  their  Coun- 
tiy,  as  they  may  be  able,  even 
without  them ;  and  they  will  Bill 
wifh  for  the  Arrival  of  that  happy 
Day,  when  the  Acceffion  and 
cordial  Union  of  thofe,  whofe 
Abfence  they  lament,  fhall  con¬ 
tribute  to  llrengthen  their  fteady 

En- 
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Endeavours,  and,  by  that  reafon-^ 
able  Jundion,  enable  them  to 
ftand  forth,  as  Minifters  without 
Exception  ;  —They  have  the  Mo- 
defty  not  to  deny,  that  all  of 
them  cannot  lay  claim  to  expe¬ 
rience  in  their  Departments ;  but 
they  may  flatter  themfelves,  that, 
without  Detriment  to  the  public 
Service,  an  extraordinary  Degree 
of  Attention  and  Diligence  will 
go  a  great  way  towards  fupplying 
that  Defeat  ;  and,  fhould  any 
trivial  Error  be  committed  by 
them,  inftead  of  defending  it,  as 
their  immediate  Predeceflors  hav'^e 
done,  they  will  not  be  afhamed 
to  own,  and  to  corredl  it. 
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It  is  an  hardy  Aflertion,  which 
no  honeft  Man  would  make,  with¬ 
out  a  certainty  of  the  that 

two  refpeclable  Perfons,  holding 
p.  9.  the  highefi;  Stations  in  the  Law, 
have  mojl  publickly  and  jincerely 
regretted  the  late  Change.  I  might 
as  well  afiert,  what  has  been  as 
indufinoufly  circulated,  that  one 
of  them  has  no  more  Partiality 
to  the  Outs^  than  to  the  Ins^  but 
lumps  them  in  his  Deteftation  e- 
qually  together.  The  other,  I  can 
never  believe,  can  be  convidled  of 
expreffing  himfelf  unfavourably, 
either  of  his  ancient  Friend (liips, 
or  his  F  amily  Conned  ions  :  and 
it  would  be  doing  an  injuftice  to 
both  thefe  worthy  Perfonages  to 
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fuppofe,  that  they  will  fet  their 
Faces  againft  any  Miniftry,  that 
fhall  appear  to  ad  from  honefh 
Principles.  Neither  ought  it  to 
obtain  any  more  Credit,  that  the 
popular  Marquis  and  his  aftec-  p.  9. 
tionate  Collegue  in  Office  are  fo 
utterly  averfe  to  a  Syftem,  of 
which  they  hitherto  condefcend 
to  ad  as  conftitucnt  Parts. 

What  the  Great  Commoner 
may  think  of  thefe  Young  Ge?itle- 
men^  (a  Name  I  fhall  not  fcruple 
to  adopt,  as  carrying  no  Reproach 
with  it,  till  it  appears,  they  are 
too  young  to  do  their  Country  Ser¬ 
vice)  or  what  he  may  have  faid, 
if  he  has  faid  any  Thing  in  Ap¬ 
probation,  or  Diffike  of  their  new 

Syftem,

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Syftenij  I  fhall  not  take  upon 
me  to  affirm  ;  Both  Sides,  it  is 
very  probable,  have  made  more 
Ufe  of  his  Name  and  Opinion, 
than  can  be  fairly  juftified;  but  I 
may  venture,  after  the  Example 
of  my  hojiejl^  honejl  Antagonift,  to 
judge  of  the  Part  he  will  take^ 
from  what  I  thmk  his  Temper^  his 
Opiniojt^  and  his  CharaSier  would 
lead  him  to.  Firfl;  then,  from  a 
Recolledion  of  what  I  have  heard 
pafs’d  in  Parliament,  where  Mr. 
Pitt  and  Mr.  Conway  were  zea- 
loufly  embarked  in  the  fameCaufe, 
in  the  Defence  of  the  Rights  and 
Liberties  of  the  People,  I  can  by 
no  means  aflent,  that  He  will 
like  the  new  Adminiftration  the 
worfe  for  General  Conway\  having

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a  confiderable  Share  in  it.  I  fhould 
judge,  that  there  is  nobody  of 
whofe  Abilities,  and  Integrity  he 
has  a  better  Opinion.  Nor  does 
it  follow,  that  he  totally  difap- 
proves  their  Syftem,  becaufe  he 
has  not  taken  any  Official  De¬ 
partment  amongft  them.  Who 
knows,  that  his  own  Judgment 
did  not  incline  him  to  have  taken 
one  ?  who  will  pretend  to  affirm, 
that,  if  he  had  been  unconned;- 
ed,'  and  entirely  left  to  his  jirft 
Thoughts ■y  he  would  not  have  pre- 
lided,  at  this  Moment,  with  his 
Councils,  over  Xhole,  whole  Zeal 
he  had  fo  long  direded,  whole 
Principles  he  had  fo  conftantly 
approv  d?  and  upon  whom  indeed 
could  he  have  pitched  for  his  Af- 

fociates

fociates  in  the  Taik  of  Govern¬ 
ment,  but  upon  thofe  very  Per- 
fons,  whofe  Misfortune  it  now 
is,  as  well  as  the  greateft  Objec¬ 
tion  made  to  them,  that  they 
are  depriv’d,  moft  unaccountably, 
of  his  immediate  Affiftance  ?  ' If 
the  effential  Interefls  of  the  Na¬ 
tion  are  committed,  as  the  Non- 
Accepta72t  urges,  to  a  Miniftry 
•  compofed  of  the  Extravagancies 
of  Youth,  and  the  Infirmities  of 
Age,  upon  whom,  let  me  prefume 
to  afk  him,  muft  the  Blame  fall, 
that  the  Great  Commoner  does 
not,  witn  his  Abilities,  prevent 
this  Giddinefs  and  Dotage  from 
being  prejudicial  to  his  Country  ? 
It  was  made  capital,  by  Solon  s 
Laws,  for  any  Perfon  to  continue

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neuter-,  when  the  Commune  mag^ 
num  was  endangered  by  Parties. 

_ The  more  therefore,  that  this 

honefl;  Recufant,  who  difdains  to 
.change  his  modern  Friends  for  an 
Employment,,  fucceeds  in  proving 
-the  Inexperience  and  Inability  ot 
the  prelent  well  intentioned  Ad- 
miniftration,  the  more  he  Ihews 
the  abfolute  necelhty  there  is  for 
the  AlTiftance  of  every  candid  and 
dihnterefted  Patriot ;  and  the 
more  Occafion  he  will  have  to 
juftify  that  fcrupulous  Delicacy, 
which  has  prompted  one  of  his 
Friends,  as  it  is  faid,  to  fhrink 
{xoTCi  the  W'eight  of  popular  Odium, 
and  another  to  refufe  to  ftoop  to 
take  part  with  them.  But,  the 

brave  Knot  of  Englifhmen,  who 

E  have 
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have  appeared  with  fo  much  Cre¬ 
dit  to  themfelves  and  no  lefs 
eiieht  to  the  Nation,  on  the  Stage 
p.  9.  of  Parliament y  who  ftood  up  fo 
undauntedly  in  defence  of  oar 
ancient  Conftitution,  will  ikuJk 
behind  the  Shield  of  no  political 
Ajax  for  Protedion  in  fo  glorious 
a  Caufe.  I  truft,  they  are  not 
mm  fo  few  m  Number,  as  to  doubt 
of  Conquell;  I  rather  believe,  as  well 
as  hope,  they  cannot  fail  of  Succefs; 
but,  li  they  iliould,  they  will  have 
had  the  Merit  of  having  manfully 
attempted  it,  of  having  flruggled 
foi  it,  and  of  deferving  it. 
from  thinking  it  an  Inf/ence,  or 
Symptom  of  their  Imbecility,  to 
boafl;  of  the  Support  of  one  of  the 

moft  noble  and  meritorious  Per- 
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foliages  in  the  Nation,  they  will  • 
continue  (without  aiking  leave  of 
the  honefi:  Trimmer)  to  glory  in 
the  Patronage  of  fo  refpedable  a 
Leader,  to  rejoice  in  the  Support 
of  a  Patriot  Hero,  who  wifhes  to 
live  but  to  ferve  his  diftreffed 
Country,  and  who  by  the  Wifdom 
of  his  Councils  in  the  Cabinet  has 
been  endeavouring  recently  to  re- 
ftore  Peace  and  Harmony  through- 
out  his  Majefty’s  Dominions, which 
he  had  delivered  formerly  from 
imminent  Danger,  by  his  military  p 
Hand  in  the  Field  of  Battle. 

It  iswdth  fome  Reluctance,  that 
I  launch  out  further  upon  a  Sub- 
jedl,  of  fo  very  delicate  a  Nature;

He  did 
not  jJeep  regardlefs  [of  the  Royal 
MiferieSy  but  was  inceffantly  at 
work  to  remove  them ;  and  the 
Afpufions  call  upon  his  many 
p.  21,  and  confpicuous  Virtues,  are  mofl 
convincing  Proofs,  that  he  has 
been  much  more  alert  to  extricate 
his  Sovereign  from  Diftrefs,  than 

fome 
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fome  defeated  Politicians^  could 
have  wifhed.  But,  when  they 
have  the  barefaced  hardinefs  to 
add,  that  his  Interpofition  has  in- 
creafed  thofe  Miferies,  inftead  of 
relieving  them,  they  difplay  to  the 
World  their  cloven  Feet,  by  pre¬ 
ferring  in  their  Efteem  their  late 
inveterate  Enemies  to  their  ftill 
cordial  Friends ;  and,  by  thus 
playing  the  Game  into  the  Hands 
of  Thofe,  whom  they'  fo  lately 
oppofed,  againft  the  very  Men, 
with  whom  they  have  the  Repu¬ 
tation,  for  fome  Time  to  have 
afted. 

It  is  agreed  on  all  Sides,  that 
this  noble  Perfonage  has  moft  in- 

duftrioufly  employed  his  Power 

to 
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to  effeauate  this  happy  Revolu- 

p.  19.  tion.  By  whofe  particular  Means 
he  was  introduced  to  receive  that 
Power,  he  has  employed  fo  meri- 
torioully,  the  Public  is  not-  very 
felicitous  to  enquire :  The  Change 
imports  them  only  as  they  feel  the 
good  ElFedls  of  it;  and,  feeling 
them,  they  will  continue  to  blefs 
the  Hand,  which  has  procured 
Them.

The  noble  Agent,  not  being 
intirely  to  his  Tafte,  his  Prejudices 
have  wrought  upon  him  to  arraign 
the  Meafure  itfelf ;  He  vv’l]  not 
therefore  lend  liis  Hand  to  pump,

diflike  the  Pilot,  nor  yet  will  take 

the  Rudder  into  their  own  Hands^

and  lit  at  the  Flelm  in  his  Place. 

Is  then  the  Ship  to  be  abandoned, 
and  given  up  to  deftrudion,  be¬ 
caufe  a  few  impradicable  Pallen- 
gers  lit  indoleni-ly  down,  and 
pee'vilhly  refufe  to  labour  with  the 
more  induhrious  and  prudent .  Sai¬ 
lors  ?  Muft  the  whole  Crew  fub- 
mit  to  perifh  through  their  ill 
Humours  and  their  Obflinacy  ? 

The  Honefl:  Man  fays,  Tes : 
lor  he  will  not  engage  in  an  p 
Adminiftralion  for7ned  under  his 
Aufpices ;  were  either  their  Abili-  P 
ties  or  Purpoles  laudable,  which 
he  is  frank  enough  to  declare  he

nency.  I  will  examine  the  Reafons 
‘he  is  pleafed  to  give,  why,  under 
this  Adminiftration,  no  Office  can

■  port  will  either  fail  or  betray-^^cci\ 
p.  14.  for  either  the  Earl  of  Bute  pri¬ 
vately  engages  to  fepport  them  nsoith 
his  Influence^  'or  he  takes  no  part 
voith  them.  On  this  ^efton^ 
their  Succefs  mufi  depend Jeparately 
from  their  Parliamentary  Strength., 
and  on  this  Queftion  they  them~ 
f elves  principally  rely.  I  will  not 
have  recourfe  with  him  to  the 

forcible  Power  of  tlie  Crown, 

in- 
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increafed  tho’  it  has  been  to  an 
enormous  Degree  by  the  exorbi¬ 
tant  Rewards,  as  well  as  exceffive 
Cruelty  in  Puiiifhments,  pradifed 
by  their  Predeceflbrs  in  Office,  for 
the  Eftablifhment  of  their  Parlia¬ 
mentary  Strength.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  I  will  eftimate  the  Honefty 
of  our'  prefent  Reprefentatives  fo  p.  145 
high,  as  fo  be  confident  that  they 
will  cordially  fupport  all  Meafures 
tending  to  promote  the  publicWel- 
fare.  Corruption  indeed  might 
.acquire'  Friends,-  as  Perfecution 
would  undoubtedly  beget  Ene¬ 
mies.  The  perfuajive  Engine,  I 
am  not  obliged  to  allow,  will  be 
,  employed ;  or,  if  it  were,  it  pro¬ 
bably  would  have  the  fame  Suc- 

cefs,  that  it  has  met  with  under 

F  others  5 
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others ;  nor  will  it  be  fair  to 
fuppofe,  that  the  Refource  of 
Force  and  Violence  will  by  our 
prelent  Minifters  be  recurred  to, 
before  one  Inftance  of  fuch  a 
Nature  can  be  alledged  againft 
them.  Their  Induftry  in  doing 
Juftice  to  all  Thofe,  who  had  been 
perfecuted,  is  a  fure  Pledge  to  the 
Public  of  their  future  Lenity  and 
Moderation. 

But  who  has  told  this  Gentle- 
p.  14.  man,  that  it  was  the  Plan  of  the 
new  Miniftry  at  once  abruptly.^  and 

without  hefitation^  to  contradidl 
and  repeal  every  Meaiure,  that 
was  carried  for  the  lail  two  Y ears  ? 
It  is  no  uncommon  Thing  in  Par¬ 
liament  to  repeal  in  one  Sellion, 

what 
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what  they  had  enabled  in  another ; 
and  it  is  more  than  probable,  that 
the  next  Seflion  may  fee  Caufe  to 
alter  the  Mode  and'  Rigour  of 
fomeAds,  the  Impropriety  of  which 
might  not  appear  fo  clearly  to  them 
in  the  laft.  But,  if  the  Admini- 
ftration  fhould  fail  in  their  Endea¬ 
vours  to  make  what  they  think 
neceflaryReformations,  what  Blame 
can  be  imputed  to  them  ?  the  Pub¬ 
lic  will  not  be  in  a  worfe  State, 
will  remain  only  in  the  fame  Situ¬ 
ation,  in  which  they  were  placed 
by  the  preceding  Minifters.  It 
will  be  expeded,  to  be  fure,  from 
Thofe  now  in  Office  to  propofe 
thofe  Reformations ;  it  will  be  the 
Buhnefs  of  the  Parliament  to  adopt

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the  leaft  Doubt,  but  every  honeft 
Man,  when  convinced  of  his  Error,

The  Acq-uifition  or  Acceffion 
of  Parliamentary  Strength  being 
then  very  prefumable,  I  will  not 
allow,  that  their  Continuance  in 
Power  will  depend  upon  the  late 
Favourite’s  Promifes  of  Support  or 
Neutrality  ;  tho’  either  of  thefe 
Hypothefes  is  fully  fufficient  to 
enfure  it,;  much  lefs  can  I  con- 
P-  15-  ceive  how  the  Rejult  mujl  be  their 
Ruin.  If  he  is  willing  to  give 
Support,  and  fhall,be  able.^  it  will 
encreafe,  not  lellen  their  Security ; 
nor  need  they  be  afhamed  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  Affiftance,  even  of  Jhlim-, 

in 
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In  the  Purfuit  of  their  own  upright 
Meafures.  facitperalium^facit 
perfe,  is  a  Maxim  as  incontroverti¬ 
ble  in  virtuous  as  in  criminal  Ac¬ 
tions.  Whatever  the  honeft  Scrib-^ 
bier  may  think  of  Them,  They 
are  not  fo  great  Novices  in  Politics, 
as  to  refufe  Support  from  any 
Quarter,  that  will  contribute  to 
the  publick  Good.  Unlimited  and 
unreftrained  by  Terms  repugnant 
to  their  Honour,  they  will  accept, 
and  thankfully,  the  Afliftance  even 
of  the  late  unpopular  and  difgrac  d 
Minifters.  Perhaps  it  is  the  only 
amends  thefe  Gentlemen  have  in 
their  Power  to  make  for  their  de¬ 
generate  Apoftacy.  Since  there¬ 
fore  the  AJfftance  of  the  Favou¬ 
rite,  as  v/ell  as  of  every  other  In¬ 
dividual 
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dividual  in  Parliament,  will  con¬ 
tribute,  as  far  as  it  goes,  to  their 
-Eftabliihment,  lo  even  will  his 
Neutrality  be  produdive  of  Ad¬ 
vantage  to  them.  For  thole,  over 
whom  he  is  fuppofed  to  have  an 
Influence,  left  to  themfelves,  will 
probably  adopt  that  Side,  to  which 
he  is  underftood  to  be  the  kaft 
unfavourable.  Thus  I  have  prov’d, 
that  his  Support  or  Neutrality,  fo 
far  from  being  their  Ruin,  cannot 
fail  of  contributing  to  their  dily 
Confirmation.  The  reft  of  the 
honefl;  Man’s  Hypothefis  is  too 
ridiculous  and  abfurd  to  deferve 
an  Anfwer.  I  need  not  be  afraid 
of  his  perfuading  any  one  Man  of 
Senfe  in  the  Kingdom,  that  the 
Favourite  has  confented  that  his 

Friends 
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Friends  fliould  be  not  merely  neg- 
ledled,  but  even  dij^nifs^ d  from 
their  Employments,  has  confented 
to  retreat  himfelf,  and  that  the 
ne\v  Minifters  fhould  acquire  full 
Sway  in  every  Department  of  In¬ 
fluence  in  the  State  ;  and  all  for 
what  ?  why  truly,  as  a  Machiave- 
lian  round  about  expedient  to  re¬ 
gain  his  abdicated  Power.  He

muft  forefee,  no  doubt,  if  he  af- 
fifted  them,  the  Certainty  of  his 
receiving  thefe  Mortifications ;  and 
mull:  have  determined  to  fubmit 
patiently  to  them.  But  to  be  a 
forward  Inftrument  towards  the 
Difmiffion  of  his  Dependants,  in 
order.)  forfooth,  to  reftore  them  ; 
to  transfer  univerfal  Power  to  his 

Opponents,  with  a  latent  Defign 

to 
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to  refunle  it^  is  aii  Experiment 
and  Detour  in  Politics,  which  will 
not  always,  in  this  Country,  be 
made  with  Succefs.  That  he  has 
ftipulated  a  fecret  Article  with  the 
new  Minifters,  for  the  Reftoration 
of  his  Power,  is  an  Infinuation  as 
falfe,  as  the  Suppohtion  of  his 
dehgning  to  recover  it,  is  'impro- 
p.  10.  hable.  The  unblemifhed  and  in¬ 
vulnerable  Charaders  of  the  noble 
Perfons,  againft  whom  this  Stroke 
of  Malice  is  levelled,  are  alone 
fufficient  to  defeat  the  impotent 
Attack.  The  poilbned  Dart  is 
broken  in  Pieces,  and  falls  harm- 
lefs  to  the  Ground,  like  the  brittle 
Sword  of  Tdurnus  from  the  heaven- 
tempered  Armour  of  Vulcan.  Let 
p.  1 6.  the  Day  come,  which  is  foretold 

lo 
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fo  confidently,  of  his  requiring  re¬ 
turns  for  thefe  Sacrifices,  of  his 
demanding  Appointments  and  Ho- 
nours  for  all  bis  di [carded  Friends 
and  Followers Thofe  Patriots, 
who  were  not  afraid  to  look  his 
Meridian  Sun  in  the  Face,  will 
fcarce  fhrink  at  his  fainter  Ray  in 
the  Evening.  Certain  of  incur¬ 
ring  the  public  Odium  by  com¬ 
plying  with  fuch  Demands,  they 
cannot  but  rivet  themfelves  ftill 
ftronger  in  the  Flearts  of  their 
Fellow-Subjedls,  by  refufing  them; 
and  they  will  as  refolutely  defy  his

Whatever  Paihon  may  have  incited 
him  to  remove  thjs  honeft  Man’g 
honeft  and  fpirited  Minifter,  whoie 
fo  much  vaunted  Abilities  I  am 
perfuaded  He  never  did  efteem, 
(and  it  may  be  prefumed,  if  he 
has  remov  d  him,  he  does  not  dread 
bis  Rejentment)  it  is  not  probably, 
at  the  prcfent  Moment,  his  Incli~ 
nation.,  nor  will  it  ever  be  again 
P'  ^7*  in  his  Power,  to  make  or  unmake 
Adminiflrations  at  his  PJeafure. 
He  is  not  accufed  by  the  honeft

yond  Example,  if  his  future  Re¬ 
tirement  and  Acquiefcence  fhould 
be  allow’d  to  atone  for  the  Evils, 
occafioned  by  his  too-afpiring 
Ambition.  But,  if  his  reignino- 
Paffion  is  Bill,  as  the  honeft  Man 
inlinuates,  to  knock  down  Ad- 


miniftrations,  Xyk^DrawcanJir^  and 
then  bid  them  rife  up  again ;  if 
fuch  be  his  Malignity  ot  Mind 
(which  I  am  far  from  believing) 

that 
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that  he  finds  Pleafure  only  in  de~ 
ftroying  that  goodly  StruEiure  of 
Government,  which  he  has  nei¬ 
ther  Ability  nor  Judgment  to 
direct,  the  Refult  will  be  his  own 
Rum,  and  a  frefh  Triumph  to 
the  Adminiftration,  They  nei¬ 
ther  have  Reafon  to  expert  the 
Treatment  Mr.  Greenville  has  met 
with  ;  nor  to  fear  the  Fate  which 
the  D.  of  Bedford  had  to  dread 
from  a  defpairing  and  incens’d 
Mob  ;  which  Mob  if  they  role 
up  at  all,  would  probably  rile 
up  in  their  Defence  againll  the 
common  Enemy.  Be  it  there¬ 
fore  his  Inclination,  and  be  it 
even  hereafter  in  his  Power,  to 
play  the  fame  political  Farce  again, 
as  his  Deftruflion  would  be  the 

Con- 
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Confequcnce,  I  will  not  threaten 
niyfelf  or  the  Nation,  with  the 
Fear  of  fo  improbable  an  At¬ 
tempt  ;  on  the  contrary,  far,  very 
far,  from  feeing  the  prelent 
Adminiftration  ill  the  light  of  a 
Jlimjy  Cobweb^  which  every  puny 
Fly  may  hope  to  break  thro’,  I 
regard  it  as  an  Edifice  in  a  State 
of  Strength,  that-  promifes  nof  the 
Jhort  Date  of  a  feia  Months  only^ 
but  an  increafing  and  permanent 
Security.  It  may,  it  will  no 
doubt,  receive  additional  Buttrefies 
and  new  Ornaments ;  but  the 
Foundation  and  Groundwork  will 
ftill  continue  the  fame  ;  a  Foun¬ 
dation,  I  truft,  not  to  be  lhaken 
by  the  impotent  Blafts  of  Envy 

and 
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and  Malevolence,  built,  as  it  is, 
not  on  hollow  Ground^  but  on  the 
united  Favour  of  the  Crown, 
and  the  almoft  univerfal  Appro^ 
bation  of  the  People. 

I  have  now  waded  thro’  this 
Antiminifterial  Manifefto ;  which 
feems  calculated  merely  to  ferve 
the  Purpofe  of  fome  ambitious 
and  difappointed  Statefman.  And 
having,  as  I  went  along,  expos’d 
the  Fallacy  of  all  his  Reafons, 
and  the  Futility  of  his  Objections, 
as  well  as  fhewn  the  Injulfice  of 
his  Infinuations,  I  find  it  needlefs 
to  expatiate  further  upon  the 

Subject  :  I  have  refrain’d  from 

urging 
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urging  many  material  Fa(as,  for

Becaufe  they  will  proceed  to 
a<9:  upon  the  fame  patriotic  Prin¬ 
ciples  by  which  they  firll;  acquir’d 
the  national  Favour ;  on  Princi¬ 
ples,  which  Mr.  Pitt  cannot  but 
commend,  being  congenial  with 
his  own,  and  therefore  never  'will 
oppofe ;  but  which,  it  is  rather 
hop’d,  he  will,  in  the  next  Sefiion 
of  Parliament,  whether  as  a  Mi- 
nifter,  or  private  Man,  for  the 
good  of  his  Country,  invigorate

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and  confirm  with  all  the  Force  o 
his  perfuafive  Eloquence,  and  all 
the  Weight  of  hjs  defer vedly 
cfteemed  Charader.
